Gentlemen, — 


I  beg  to  submit  my  SURVEY  REPORT  for 
the  live  years  ending  31st  December,  1925,  ami 
my  ANNUAL  REPORT  for  the  year  1925. 

The  Total  Acreage  of  the  Urban  District 
is  6,608. 

Population :  1925,  4,115 ;  1921,  4,202 ;  a  de¬ 
crease  in  the  five  years  of  87. 

The  District  generally  is  hilly,  with  the 
exception  of  that  portion  which  follows  the 
course  of  the  River  Calder,  and  also  a  con¬ 
siderable  area  of  laud  which  lies  to  the  south 
and  south-west  of  that  river.  The  climate  is 
healthy,  and  the  rainfall  above  the  average 
for  the  country  generally.  The  occupations 
followed  in  the  district  are  Cotton  and 
Woollen  Trades,  Sewing  Shops,  Clothing 
Shops,  Farming,  Timber  Works,  and  the 
various  other  vocations  necessary  to  the  well¬ 
being  of  a  small  Urban  Area.  The  people  are 
thrifty,  aud  their  houses  generally  exceedingly 
clean  aud  well  cared  for. 

ROADS. 

The  main  turnpike  road  running  through 
the  area  has  been  repaired  during  the  year 
1925 ;  previously  it  was  probably  the  worst 
main  road  in  England,  now  it  must  rank  as 
one  of  the  best.  The  other  roads,  with  the 
exception  of  Caldene  Avenue,  where  extensive 
building  operations  are  in  progress,  are 
satisfactory  for  requirements. 

The  total  number  of  Dwelling-houses  in  the 
district  for  1925  is  1,285;  in  1921  there  were 
1,240. 

Poor  Law  relief  is  administered  by  the 
Todmorden  Board  of  Guardians.  Number  of 
persons  requiring  relief  is  exceedingly  small, 
about  0.14  per  cent. 
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There  have  been  no  special  causes  of 
invalidity  or  sickness  during  the  five  years 
under  review,  although  Cancer  appears  to  be 
on  the  increase. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — Fifty-eight  births  were  registered, 
as  against  59  in  1924 ;  of  these,  31  were  males 
and  27  females.  There  were  two  illegitimate 
births,  both  males.  Birth  Kate:  1925,  14.09; 
1924,  14.21,  a  decrease  of  .12. 

Deaths. — 1925  61,  against  69  in  1924.  Death 
Kate :  1925,  14.82.  against  16.6  in  1924,  a 

decrease  of  1.78.  There  were  no  deaths  in 
consequence  of  childbirth.  Deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year,  2 ;  both  of  which  were  due 
to  congenital  debility  or  premature  birth. 
Deaths  from  .Measles  (all  ages),  nil.  Deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  (under  two  years) ,  nil. 
Deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  (all  ages),  nil. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  were :  Cancer  (10) , 
Heart  Disease  (5),  Arterio-Sclerosis  (5). 

Notifiable  Diseases.- — Smallpox,  nil;  Knteric 
Fever,  nil;  Krysipelas,  2;  Pneumonia,  3.  Of 
these  three  died,  all  of  pneumonia.  Tuber¬ 
culosis  :  Three  cases  notified ;  two  respiratory, 
one  non-respiratory ;  two  deaths,  both  respira¬ 
tory.  There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  notified. 

HOSPITAL  PKOVISION. 

Tuberculosis :  There  are  several  sanatoria 
within  easy  reach  of  the  Urban  Area. 
Maternity  cases  can  be  sent  to  the  new 
Maternity  wing  at  Halifax  Koyal  Infirmary. 
Children’s  cases  can  be  sent  to  Halifax 
Infirmary.  Infectious  cases  to  Fielden  Hos¬ 
pital,  Todmorden.  None  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Hospitals  are  within  the  Urban 
Area,  but  are  of  easy  access,  both  Halifax  and 
Todmorden  being  about  six  miles  distant. 
Ambulance  facilities  are  adequate — in  non- 
infectious  cases  the  Ambulance  can  be  requi¬ 
sitioned  at  any  hour,  and  if  required  a  trained 
ambulance  man  will  accompany  the  case.  In 
infectious  cases  the  Ambulance  is  supplied  by 
the  Hospital.  There  is  a  well-equipped  Child 
Welfare  Centre  at  Hebden  Bridge  (two  miles 
away) .  The  nearest  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
is  at  Sowerby  Bridge.  There  is  a  special 
department  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Diseases  at  Halifax  Infirmary. 

The  local  Nursing  Institution  is  well 
equipped  with  the  requisites  required  in  sick¬ 
ness.  i'he  District  Nurse  is  fully  qualified 
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both  for  general  anil  obstetrical  cases.  The 
Institution  receives  a  small  grant  from  the 
County  Council,  but  is  otherwise  dependant 
on  voluntary  contribution.  There  is  no  scheme 
of  co-operation  between  the  Institution  and 
the  Local  Authority.  Except  in  special  circum¬ 
stances,  notifiable  infectious  diseases  are 
removed  to  Hospital,  so  there  is  no  provision 
for  the  nursing  of  infectious  cases.  The 
District  Nurse  is  forbidden  to  attend  infectious 
cases,  whether  tubercular  or  otherwise. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector. — Both  these  appointments  are  part- 
time,  and  the  salaries  are  contributed  to  partly 
by  the  County  Council  and  partly  by  the 
Local  Authority.

SANITATION. 

The  water  supply  is  adequate,  and  comes 
from  Halifax.  It  is  somewhat  plumbo-solveut 
in  its  action,  but  there  have  been  no  cases 
of  lead  poisoning  reported.  The  rivers  and 
streams  receive  no  pollution  liable  to  cause 
disease ;  drainage  and  sewerage  are  satisfac¬ 
tory.  Closet  conversion  to  a  w'ater  carriage 
system  has  steadily  progressed  in  the  last 
year,  and  over  five  years  the  progress  has 
been  considerable.  In  1921  the  number  of 
water  closets  was  492 ;  in  1924,  567 ;  in  1925, 
606.  Scavenging  and  disposal  of  refuse  are 
satisfactory.  There  is  no  Public  Abattoir  in 
the  district;  there  are  four  Slaughter-houses, 
all  in  good  condition.  There  is  one  wholesale 
Bakehouse ;  it  is  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  con¬ 
dition.  Tripe  boiling  is  the  only  offensive 
trade ;  the  premises  are  not  near  other 
dwellings.  The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  in 
a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  generally; 
some,  however,  are  capable  of  improvement 
with  respect  to  air  space  and  lighting. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  disinfect  the  local  Schools. 

Although  the  progress  made  has  been  con¬ 
siderable,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement 
in  Closet  accommodation.  A  case  has  been 
brought  to  my  notice  in  which  as  many  as  14 
persons  use  the  same  closet.

There  is  a  shortage  of  houses  generally, 
although  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  last  year  (vide  Housing  Statistics). 
Overcrowding  is  not  excessive.  One  gross 
case  of  overcrowding  has  been  reported  in  last 
year  and  suitably  dealt  with.  There  are  far 
too  many  back-to-back  houses  in  the  district. 
It  is  impossible  for  a  house  to  be  really 
healthy  unless  there  is  provision  for  a  through 
draught.  There  are  certain  houses  where 
there  are  defects  in  drainage,  troughiug  and 
pointing.  The  owners  have  been  approached 
with  a  view  to  remedying  these  defects  with 
varying  success. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  re 
unhealthy  areas. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF

No  established  case  of  food  poisoning  has 
been  brought  to  my  notice. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  infectious 
diseases. 

There  has  been  no  predominating  notifiable 
infectious  disease  during  the  five  years 
under  review.  Chicken  Pox,  which  is 
locally  notifiable,  has  been  rather  pre¬ 
valent  during  the  year  1924.  By  ar¬ 
rangement  with  the  local  authority  an 
adequate  supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti¬ 
toxin  is  kept  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  can  be  obtained  from  him 
by  ajuy  Medical  man  in  the  district 
requiring  it.  The  incidence  of  Pneu¬ 
monia  has  been  small ;  Malaria,  Dysen¬ 
tery  and  French  Fever  almost  non¬ 
existent.  Pathological  and  Bacterio¬ 
logical  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  County  Hall,  Wake¬ 
field  i  good  use  is  made  of  these  facili¬ 
ties  wheu  necessary. 

No  use  has  yet  been  made  of  the  Schick  and 
Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
fever. 

VACCINATION.

The  mortality  from  Influenza  during  the 
years  1921 — 1925  was  10.  Measles  (a  non- 
nutifiable  disease)  is  continually  in  the  area, 
and  causes  more  trouble  in  the  schools  than 
all  the  other  diseases  combined.  There  have 
been  no  fatalities,  but  the  attendances  at  the 
local  schools  are  continually  being  depleted 
by  the  incidence  of  this  complaint.  In  my 
opinion  only  two  courses  can  be  adopted  in 
dealing  with  this  malady,  (1)  continue  to 
regard  it  as  a  recurrent  and  unavoidable  evil, 
or  (2)  make  it  a  compulsory  notifiable  dis¬ 
ease.  The  incidence  of  other  infectious  dis¬ 
eases,  e.g.,  Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria,  has 
been  reduced  enormously  owing  to  legisla¬ 
tion  and  isolation  arrangements,  yet  Measles 
(the  deaths  from  which  in  the  country  gener¬ 
ally  are  by  no  means  inconsiderable)  is 
allowed  to  carry  on  its  evil  work.  Cancer  is 
the  chief  cause  of  death  in  the  district.  There 
have  been  no  cases  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies.  1 
have  never  met  with  a  verminous  person  in 
the  district  under  my  control.
